UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNA, April 


13.—Henri 
de 
Regnier, the celebrated 
French poet, has completed his series of 
tectu-res 
before the Circle Francafs of 
llarviard University and is on his way to 
Berkeley to lecture before the University 
of California. 


M. de Reffnler \vill deliver five lectures 
at I-Iear^t Hall in Berkeley, at 3 o'clock 
on the afternoons of April 16th, 17th, 19th, 
-ilst, 
and 23d. The lectures will be in 


French. 
De Kegnter was declared by those who 
heard him in Cambridge the imost gifted 
of the French men of letters who have 
yet visited Harvard University. He is a| 
nvi'n of thirty-six, but already he has ' 
been recognized as the leader of the Sym- 
bolist school. M. de JXegnier's flrst verses 
were published in November, 1895. under 
the title of "Los Lendemains." The fol- 
lowing year he published "Apaisement. 
The lirsi of M. tie Regnler's works to at- 
tract general attention was a, collection 
of sonnets entitled "Belts," published in 
1S97. Since then he has published many 
works in rapid succession. 
The ci-itics have fought valla.ntly over 


the question whether De Regrvier Is a ge- 
nius 
or 
a decadent. M. de Hegnier's 
school holds that poetry should suggest 
rather than express. As the Parnassians 
have imitated sculpture in poetry, so the 
Symbolists imitate music. De Regnier's 
poems arc tilled with vague and exquisite 
dreams. Their chanm is intangible and 
elusive. 
De Keenler has published two volumes 


of stories, "La Canne de Jaspe" and "Ls 
Trefle Blanc." He contributes i/mportant 
literary articles over his own signature 
to the Revue des Deux Mondes, the Re- 
vue de Paris, and several other leading 
magazines. Within 
a 
few days M. de 


Iteffiiler's 
first 
novel Will appear—"La 
Double Waitress," a curious study of cus- 
toms in the Eighteenth century. Anoth- 
er book now in the press Is a volume of 
poems—"L,es Medailles d' Ajrgile." 
The French Academy last year awarded 


to M. de Hegnier the Prix Vitet for his 
works, and M. Gaston Boissier, the Sec- 
retary of the Academy, expressed him- 
self as follows in his official raporti 
"It 


is a poet, M. de Regnier, who has been 
awarded the Prix Vitet. M.. de Regnier 
is one- of the leaders of that new school 
•which pretend to do no less a thing- th'an . 
modify 
the 
form and spirit1 of French 
• 
poetry. The enterprise is a daring one. , 
.Everybody recognized that M. d« Regnier I 
has very rare poetical gifts, abundance j 
and richness in images, amplitude and 
harmony of the period, a grace both pro- 
vo'king and natural that makes Mm ad- 
emired even by those whom his boldness 
displeases." 
M. de Regnier was made -a chevialier of 


the "Legion of Honor in 1897. He married 
the second daughter of Jose Maria de 
Hereclia, of the French Academy, the au- 
thor of "Les Trophees."

the Santa >Fe Company's competing line 
to Point Richmond opens up operations, 
on 'May 1st. a railroad 'war will be inaug- 
urated chat will lead to a genera.! slashing 
of botih passenger and freight rates, will 
be disappointed to 'hear that nothing 
wihaitever o'f 'the kind Is to ensue. Even 
before -the present' visit to the Coast of 
President Ripley of the Atchison system, 
it was known that an amicable arrange- 
ment had been entered into between .the 
new line and the Southern Pacific, and 
since his arrival corroboratloa has been 
given to such an understanding by the 
staitemenits of railroad officials.

Views of Pleasanton Citizens on Improve- 


ment Ordered by the Board 


of Supervisors. 


The action of the Board of Supervisors 


last Monday In adopting Engineer View- 
ers' ireport on the proposed county road 
between Pleasanton and Dublin has caus- 
ed considerable discussion in that district. 
Some ol' the residents are in faA'or of 
the proposition and others are against it, 
The views ot some ol the leading citizens 
ot Pleasanton and -the surrounding coun- 
try are given 'below: 


PRA'NK LEWIS. 


Frank Lewis, hardware merchant:

am heartily in favor ot the new road. 
It would open up thai'large tract of coun- 
try below Uhe hop lields. The road would 
open up a direct avenue of communication 
with residents from San Ramon and Dub- 
lin. 


•"I"'--il'nK ;the travel over 'three roads 
would 'tend 'to keep them all in 'better re- 
pair tha.n if .the (travel wa;i confined to 
one r>r 'two of Ithem. f\v« certainly want 
all the roads -we can get. It ta very sel- 
dom -tha't a place has too many roads.

SUIPIPL.Y AND DEMAND. 


At present tho demand for thorough- 
bred Belgians far exceeds ithe supply. It 
comes from two class-as, families ami 
others who desire to .breed only a few- 
hares, and from d'eolers -who propose to 
go Into the-ibusiness on a largo scale, to 
supply restaurants, hotels, or factories 
for canning th-e meat. Th© Belgian ad- 
vertises itself wherever known. The flesh 
commands from twenity-flve -to- tihlrty-flve 
cents per pound dressed. The pelts -are 
•worih fiom twenty-five cents -to $2.60 each. 
and are -made Into TOtoes, -rugs, capes, 
caps, -muffs, <;oat linings and trimmings 
for gloves, etc. 
Prices vary with cir- 
cu-tnst&nces, from atfew dollars for chtap, 
inferior stock, fit only for meait and thiuc 
not th-e best, to several -hundred dollars 
for high-toped, fancy animals. Five hun- 
dred dollars -each, and even -more, has 
been paid for Imported specimens. From 
fifteen to fifty dollars each 'for good ant- 
xnal'es of breeding age is a •common price. 


A (MEAT PRODUCER. 


As nwat producers Belgian hares are 
unsurpassed.

cause it was built by one of New York's 
greatest and best men, De Witt Clinton, 
than for tany other reason.

Those who be- 
lieve,' as I do, in the wise and commend- 
able policy, which is being steadily de- 
veloped and carried out in the East by 
the present administration, and, 
those 


who have doubts should -now, It seems

With such a canal open 
to all the nations of the earth, in time 
of war none of them would have an ad- 
vantage over the other. 
All the great 


nations of Europe could send their ships 
of war through it so as to reach our 
western coast, say, in twenty-five* days.

Horn or go through the Straits of Magel- 
lan, 
occupying, say, eighty, and the en-
